London. — “It would be a great 
mistake to suppose the kaiser is done 
with; he has many adherents-in Ger- 
many, who are quite resolved not to 
take the recent defeat lying down,” is 
the opinion given the Daily Mail's 
correspontient at The Hague hy a 
Dutch citizen who spent the whole 
period of the revolution in Bremer- 
haven, and now has returned to Hol- 
land. F 
The returned Dutchman estimates 
the proportion of loyalists to revo- 
lutionists as one to two, and he says 
a large number of soldiers are what 
might be called “true to the kaiser.” 

It must not be imagined, he _ in- 
gists, that the German army, at- 
though smafler than before, has ceas- 
ed to exist. On the contrary, he rep- 
resents it as very much in existence, 
and, moreover, commanded by Cen- 
erals devoted to the emperor's cause. 

The correspondent’s informant did 
not doubt that something in rhe 
shape of a counter-revolution would 
be attempted before long. He said 
the red flag is still freely displayed in 
Bremerhaven, but he heard that it 
had almost disappeared in the Rhine 
district.

“Tf, however, by virtue of this pa- 
per, Wilhelm II has, in fact, abdicated 
the throne of Prussia and the over- 
lordship of Germany, he has been 
staying in a neutral country under 
false pretence. His abdication was 
formally ‘announced by what was the 
German government when he fled to 
Holland, so that his condition in that 
country was ostensibly the condition 
of a private person. It now appears 
that he was really king and German!

Hun Doesn’t Like Medicine 


German Admiral Objected to Hauling 
Down Flag 

London, — Admiral von Reuter, 
commander of the German fleet, 
which surrendered to the allies on 
Nov. 21, has protested against the 
order of Admiral Sir David Beatty 
ofthe British fleet, directing that the 
German flag be \ hauled down.

Admiral Beatty, calling attention to 
the fact that the armistice merely 
suspended hostilities and that a state 
of war still exists between Germany 
and the allies, has replied: 

“Under the circumstances no ene- 
my vessel can be permitted to fly its 
national ensign in British ports while 
under custody.”

Amerongen, Holland. — “I am a 
private citizen and while in Holland 
will not make any statement what- 
ever for publication,” This was the 
former German emperor’s message to 
the Associated Press correspondent 
when he called at the castle, The 
German general acting as orderly, 
formerly governor of Metz, brought 
direct from William 
Hohenzollern, who was inclined to 
make a public declaration, but chang- 
ed his mind.

‘ernment and, catinot makea declara- 


tion which might compromise oth- 
ers.” 
The correspondent requested the 


general to ask the former, empéror 
whether he would confirm the crown 
prince’s assertion regarding the Kru- 
ger telegram, and the general brought 
back the answer: 

“The ‘crown prince is absolutely 
correct in his fact. The ‘telegram, al- 
ready bh By was laid before me for 
signatur I refused to sign it for 
three days, but finally did so under 
pressure of the German diplomats and 
my political advisers, who advanced 
many reasons for sending the des- 
patch. Of coursey having signed it 
I take full responsibility.”

Washington, — Denmark has made 
no arrangements to furnish large 
monthly shipments of food to Ger- 
many as reported recently by the Ber- 
lin correspondent of the Berlingske 
Tidende, according to an official des-]. 
patch to the Danish legation from the 
foreign office at Copenhagen. The 
Tidende report said: As a result of 
negotiations between Denmark and 
Germany the latter would 
each month 75,000 tons of fats, 150,- 
000 tons of meat and 230,000 tons of 
wheat. 

This the Copenhagen foreign office 

cabled was due to a misunderstand- 
ing. 
-“The Berlin correspondent of the 
Berlingske Tidende just recently in- 
formed this paper,” the despatch said, 
“that the German food administra- 
tion had just concluded an investiga- 
tion of food conditions in Germany, 
and as a result had stated that to 
feed the German people through the 
winter it would be necessary for 
Germany to import the above men- 
tioned quantities of food fron’ out- 
side. But nothing was said of Den- 
mark furnishing Germany with these 
immense quantities of food,” 


Destination Unknowa 


Bolsheviki Concerned About Move- 
ments of Allied Fleet 


Stockholm. — The movements of 
the entente fleet entering the Baltic 
sea are the slibject of lively interest 
in Scandinavia, The fleet has manag- 
ed to circulate a bewildering variety 
of conilicting rumors as to its destin- 
ation. Appearances point to the oc- 
cupation of Revel, as the eastern Bal- 
tic base, as it is within easy reach of 
Helsingfors, Riga, and Petrograd. It 
is unlikely, at any rate, that the matn 
Bection will go to Petrograd or even 
Kronstadt, as within a month many 
feagues of thick ice will shut off these 
points from navigable water, 

Revel, on the other hand, can be 
kept ice-free by means of energetic 
ice breakers, It is still possible for 
ships to go to Petrograd and the last 
Swedish boat is about to leave there 
for Stockholm. There is considerable 
drift ice already and navigation is 
difficult. 

The Bolsheviki can, if they deem it 
necessary, mine the approaches, In 
any ¢yent a landing will probably 
soon be made east of Revel in order 
to give the Esthonians badly needed 
protection against the advancing Red 
Guards.

Oosterland, Holland. — “I have not 
renounced anything and I have not 
signed any documents whatever,” the 
former German crown prince declar- 
ed to the correspondent, “and I was 
convinced early in October, 1914, tliat 
we had lost the war, I corisidered 
our position hopeless after the bat- 
tle of the Marne which we should not 
have lost if the chiefs of our general 
staff had not stiffered a case of ner- 
ves. 

“T tried to persuade the general 
staff to-seek_ peace then, even at a 


great sacrifice, going so far as” to 


give up Alsace-Lorraine. But I was 
told to mind my own business and 
confine my activities to commanding 
my armies. I have proof of this.” 


Huns Want Encouragement 


Must Rear Democracy on Foundation 
Bequeathed by Old Regime 

Berlin, — Hugo Preuss, state sce- 
retary in the new German cabinet, in 
discussing with the correspondent the 
progress of the revolygion, said: 

“We are obliged to rear democracy 
on the foundation bequeatchd us by 
the old system, which is now gone 
forever, provided it is not restored 
through extérnal forces. But the at- 
titude of our enemies, as it now pre- 
sents itself in some new aspects every 
day, permits the observation that they 
are treating us just as if William I] 
were still on the throne. Many brave 
German democrats are now shaking 
their heads, wondering whether the 
exchange of systems will really bring 
us the blessings of democracy so ar- 
dently championed by President Wil- 
son. We need encouragement to this 
end,”

Canada’s Share in Big Business About 
$200,000,000 for This Coming 
Year 

Ottawa. — The British minister of 
finance has arranged with the British 
government credits aggregating two 
hundred million dollars for the com- 
ing year.. Of this amount about fifty 
million-dollars will be required for 
completing the program of . the im- 
perial munitions board in Canada. 
Fifty million dollars in addition to 
what has been already arranged will 
be required for the purchase of grain 
of this year’s crop. 

The remaining one hundred million 
dollars will cover purchases of food- 
stuffs, including meats, lard and dairy 
products and ‘sundry Canadian com- 
modities.

Montreal. — Aimost as many of the 
people of Canada died of tuberculosis 
during the four years of-war as there 
were Canadian soldiers killed in bat-

Dr. Harding, secretary of the 
Royal Edward ‘Institute for Tubercu- 
losis, in giving a brief summary of 
the institute’s work in combatting the.

Austria Wants to Save Empire from 
Ruin 

Vienna, — Dr. Franz Klein, former 

minister of justice, who will represent 

Austria at the peace conference, said 
to the correspondent: 

“If we are permitted to attend the 


conference, I presume it will be 
merely to receive it’s mandates, 
though we trust we will be heard. 


However, so far we have no informa- 
tion as to when we shall attend or 
the conditions attached to our attend= 
ance, i 

“It is to be hoped that the confer- 
ence will arrive at a solution satisfac- 
tory to all the new republics of the 
empire, so that we may be allowed to 
live peacefully in the future. We feel 
that the Americans surely will be 
fair. It would be advisable for the 
allies to send here groups of states- 
men and business men to look into 
conditions before trying to settle 
matters, Outsiders might find a solu- 
tion of the difficulty which we our- 
selves have been unable to find. 

“You may say that the Austrian re- 
public certainly wants no more wars 
and has no ambition other than to 
live, 

“The present separation of the peo- 
ples of the empire is the last stage in 
the dissolution of what never really 
was an empire but groups of people 
demanding freedom. 

“Tt will be difficult for us to reform 
a new. union in order to“save our- 
selves from commercial ruin, It will 
be more difficult to live alone, each 
republic for itself. But if the allics 
do not 
wars will be sown, say by Italy tak- 
ing the German Tyrol or by the 
Czechs taking the richest part of the 
empire, namely, the German-speaking 
territories in which are Lickarbad, 
Brux and other centres,” 

Dr, Klein said free trade among 
the new republics of the empire was 
the first essential to peace and pros- 
perity. 

“There are but two eyentualities 
for us,” he added, “either to join the 
North German states or else have the 
territory desired by the Czechs, with 
the possibility of forming later a com- 
mercial federation with the other re- 
publics of the empire,” 

Dr, Klein is considered one of the 
greatest jurists of the old empire. He 
is the compiler of the civil codes,
